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THE  COINAGE  OF  NICHOLAS  II

IV 

By  late  1896  plans  had  been  perfected  for  the  great  monetary  reform.  The 
August,  1896,  decree  had  given  a  strong  impetus  to  the  reformers;  now,  the  finishing 
touches  were  needed.  On  January  3,  1897,  Nicholas  II  signed  a  most  important 
ukase.  It  stated,  that  while  the  final  decision  had  yet  to  be  made  in  the  steps  to 
be  taken  for  the  monetary  reform,  the  coinage  of  gold  would  resume  in  the  “  credit 
rouble  ”  values.  That  is,  the  1885  style  Imperial  of  10  Roubles  would  now  be 
struck  as  an  Imperial  of  15  Roubles.  There  was  to  be  no  change  of  any  kind  in 
the  weight  or  fineness  of  the  coin.  Similar  instructions  were  given  concerning 
the  striking  of  7  Rouble  50  Kopeck  pieces  in  place  of  the  old  Poluimperial  of  5 
Roubles.  The  official  decree  signed  by  the  czar  concerning  the  description  of  the 
coins  reads  as  follows: 

“  The  obverse  represents  the  portraits  in  profile  by  the  left  side  of  His  Majesty 
the  Emperor,  with  the  circular  inscription:  ‘  Nicholas  II,  by  the  Grace  of  God 
Emperor  and  Autocrat  of  all  the  Russias.’  The  reverse  of  the  coin  represents 
the  imperial  arms,  with  the  following  inscription  below:  On  the  piece  of  1 
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imperial,  15  Roubles  and  the  year  of  coinage;  on  the  piece  of  one-half  imperial, 

7  Roubles  50  Kopecks  and  the  year  of  coinage;  on  the  edge  a  depressed  inscrip¬ 
tion  indicating  the  quantity  of  fine  metal  contained  in  the  piece.” 

At  the  same  time  that  the  above  mentioned  ukases  were  issued,  another  was 
issued  which  tends  to  confuse  some  studying  this  particular  era.  The  czar  directed 
that  these  new  Imperials  and  half  Imperials  be  taken  in  at  10  Roubles  and  5  Roubles, 
respectively,  for  contracts  calling  for  payment  in  gold.  These  contracts  had  been 
executed  prior  to  1897  and  thus  the  matter  was  simply  a  bookkeeping  affair. 

Shortly  thereafter,  it  is  presumed,  the  coinage  of  the  “  new  ”  coins  began. 
There  were  to  be  over  300  million  roubles’  worth  coined  before  the  end  of  the  year. 
The  question  of  what  happened  to  the  1895  Imperials  can  best  be  seen  from  a  table 
of  the  recoinages  of  900  fine  gold  (all  dated  1886-1896  since  prior  to  1886  Russian 
gold  was  916f  fine)  seen  below:  (in  terms  of  post- 1896  gold  values)

Even  if  the  table  is  partly  in  error  and  the  1897-1898  figures  contain  a  large  propor¬ 
tion  of  pre-1885  gold  coin,  it  is  evident  that  an  immense  amount  of  the  post-1885 
gold  coins  were  melted  and  recoined.  It  is  believed  that,  in  general,  foreign  coins 
were  not  used  for  the  great  coinages  of  the  late  1890’s. 

By  imperial  ukases  of  August  29  and  November  14,  1897,  the  emperor  finally 
brought  the  new  system  in  conjunction  with  the  old.  Credit  bills  were  ordered 
to  be  printed  with  the  information  that  one  rouble  was  one-fifteenth  of  an  imperial 
and  was  also  completely  backed  by  gold.  The  monetary  system  of  Russia  was  on 
an  even  keel  for  the  first  time  since  1855. 

A  second  ukase  was  issued  on  November  14,  1897,  authorising  (ordering)  the 
striking  of  a  one-third  Imperial  of  the  value  of  5  Roubles;  there  were  to  be  over 
5  million  of  them  struck  by  the  end  of  the  year  1897.  The  next  year  there  were 
over  50  million  of  these  coins  struck,  making  them  by  far  the  most  common  of  the 
Russian  gold  coins.  The  heaviest  gold  coinage,  in  terms  of  value,  occurred  in 
1899  when  380  million  roubles  worth  were  struck. 

On  December  11,  1898,  the  last  gold  coin  of  the  new  type  was  ordered  to  be  struck. 
This  was  the  two-thirds  Imperial,  or  10  Roubles.  The  ones  issued  in  1897  are 
patterns  since  their  striking  was  not  authorised  until  late  in  1898.  Only  200,000 
pieces  of  the  10  Rouble  were  struck  in  1898. 

There  is  one  coin,  usually  considered  a  pattern,  included  in  the  list  of  coins  as 
a  regular  issue;  this  is  the  10  Roubles  (1885  standard)  struck  with  the  date  1897. 
The  fact  that  it  may  or  may  not  have  been  coined  in  1897  does  not  affect  us  here 
since  it  could  legally  have  been  struck  in  the  first  two  days  of  1897,  the  ukase  not 
being  issued  until  January  3,  1897.  (The  ukase  authorising  the  15  Rouble  and 
11  Rouble  pieces). 

The  foregoing  ukases  and  decrees  were  codified  into  the  monetary  law  of  June  7, 
1899.  The  1885  law  was  in  reality  altered  to  fit  the  new  conditions.  The  situation 
was  now  monometallic  instead  of  bimetallic,  however.  The  ratio  was  now  1 :23.24 
for  gold  and  silver  in  place  of  1 :154. 

There  is  only  one  piece  of  silver  that  particularly  interests  us  for  this  period — 
the  Commemorative  Rouble  of  Alexander  II  issued  in  1898.  It  commemorates 
the  finishing  of  a  memorial  to  the  dead  czar  started  by  Alexander  III  and  finished 
by  Nicholas  II.  In  addition  to  the  Kremlin  memorial,  there  was  a  church  erected 
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at  the  spot  he  was  assasinated  in  St.  Petersburg.  The  quantity  struck  is  not  known 
to  the  writer. 

With  the  exception  of  one-half  million  coinage  in  1900,  the  striking  of  polu- 
poltinas  virtually  ceased  after  1896.  It  did  stop  entirely  after  1901,  although  some 
pieces  may  have  been  struck  from  time  to  time  from  old  dies  for  high-ranking 
collectors.  This  is  probably  the  case  in  the  1898  and  1899  small  coinages  of  the 
25  Kopecks — only  13  were  struck.  It  seems  to  have  been  the  czarist  policy  after 
1901  to  withdraw  these  coins.

With  the  great  monetary  reform  in  the  history  books,  the  imperial  government 
of  Russia  settled  back  for,  they  thought,  a  long  period  of  industrial  growth  and 
development.  There  is  nothing  of  outstanding  interest  in  the  first  years  of  this 
period  except  for  the  rare  374  Rouble  piece.  These  were  not  struck  for  circulation, 
but  for  the  personal  use  of  the  emperor.  There  were  236  of  these  special  coins 
struck.  It  is  sometimes  argued  that  these  coins  are  not  coins  at  all,  but  merely 
patterns.  This  is  not  true  for  two  reasons:  first,  they  are  perfectly  in  accord  with 
the  terms  of  the  1899  monetary  law  regarding  the  value  of  gold  regardless  of  the  fact 
that  they  were  not  authorised  in  the  law  per  se.  Second,  since  the  czar  was  the 
law  in  Russia,  he  merely  issued  a  ukase  to  cover  the  striking  of  these  pieces:  the 
conclusion  is  inescapable  that  these  are  regular  coins  and  could  have  been  spent 
like  any  other  czarist  gold  coin.  It  is  said  that  most  of  the  coins  were  given  to  the 
Grand  Duke  George  Mikhailovitch  Romanov,  a  relative  of  the  czar.  Some  of  the 
pieces  may  have  been  given  to  Russian  numismatists  as  a  special  mark  of  royal 
favour. 

The  only  noteworthy  thing  about  the  coinages  of  1901  to  1907  are  the  greatly 
reduced  size  of  the  coinage;  Banco  silver  was  barely  struck  during  the  period  and 
the  coinage  of  gold  went  to  nothing.  Even  the  volume  of  subsidiary  silver  and  copper 
was  reduced  in  size  and  scope.  How  much  this  is  attributable  to  the  Russo-Japanese 
war  and  the  resulting  internal  disturbances  (the  Revolution  of  1905)  is  impossible  to 
say.  Perhaps  the  legal  limit  of  3  Roubles  of  silver  and  copper  per  citizen  had  been 
reached  wTith  the  immense  coinages  of  the  late  1890’s,  or  nearly  so. 

The  25  Rouble  piece  of  1908  is  generally  acknowledged  to  be  a  regular  issue, 
and  for  this  reason  the  author  has  decided  to  include  it  in  that  listing.  But  there 
are  a  number  of  points  that  argue  against  this  decision.  Primarily,  although 
obviously  authorised  by  the  emperor,  it  was  not  in  accordance  with  the  1899  monetary 
law;  it  was  actually  nearly  identical  to  the  1896  24  Imperials,  or  25  Roubles.  There¬ 
fore  this  coin  may  rightfully  be  called  an  anachronistic  piece,  a  refugee  from  another 
era.  Even  the  “  25  Gold  Roubles  ”  inscription  was  faithfully  copied.  It  is  of 
interest  to  note  that  these  “  coins  ”  are  identical  in  size  and  weight  with  the  1902 
371  Rouble  coin.  There  are  a  number  of  anniversaries  this  coin  could  be  celebrating. 
First,  it  was  the  year  of  Nicholas’  40th  birthday.  It  was  also  the  25th  anniversary 
of  Alexander  Ill’s  coronation  and  the  10th  anniversary  of  the  finishing  of  the  great 
monetary  reform.  It  was  the  90th  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Alexander  II,  etc. 
There  were  175  of  these  pieces  struck,  150  in  1908  and  25  in  1910. 

We  have  neglected  to  mention  the  one  interesting  subsidiary  silver  coin  of  interest 
in  this  period — the  5  Kopecks  of  1904.  This  coin  was  probably  not  struck  until 
late  1904  since  it  was  not  listed  in  a  numismatic  list  of  that  year.  At  least  six 
specimens  were  known  in  the  middle  of  1916  and  it  was  considered  to  be  worth 
approximately  75  Roubles  at  that  time.  It  is  to  be  considered  extremely  rare. 

Beginning  in  1908,  the  coinages  of  the  silver  and  copper  became  appreciably 
greater.  The  Denga  (one-half  Kopeck)  was  struck  for  the  first  time  since  1900  and 
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the  Polushka  (one-quarter  Kopeck)  was  again  struck  in  1909  for  the  first  time  in 
9  years.  The  Banco  silver  coinages  began  to  be  larger  and  were  no  longer  a  shadow 
coinage.  In  1910  the  resumption  of  gold  coinage  on  a  larger  scale  began  although 
it  did  even  approach  the  coinages  of  the  1890’s  of  this  metal. 

In  1912  came  the  first  two  of  the  last  four  commemoratives  struck  by  Imperial 
Russia.  The  author  is  not  certain  which  of  the  two  was  struck  first,  but  we  will 
discuss  the  so-called  Napoleonic  Rouble  first.  This  Rouble  is  misnamed  in  a  way 
since  it  is  more  properly  called  the  Borodino  Rouble  (and  was  so  called  in  Russia 
at  that  time).  This  commemorates  the  famous  Battle  of  Borodino  which  occurred 
in  the  autumn  of  1812;  it  was  both  a  tactical  Russian  victory  and  a  hollow  French 
victory.  The  Russians  held  a  special  celebration  at  the  battle-site  and  even  had 
some  veterans  of  the  battle  of  a  century  earlier!  The  reverse  inscription  on  the 
coin  no  doubt  refers  to  both  the  battle  and  the  general  outcome  of  Napoleon’s 
invasion  of  1812.  The  obverse  of  the  piece  is  a  masterpiece  of  artistry  with  the 
imperial  shields  as  they  appeared  in  the  time  of  Alexander  I.  Even  that  czar’s 
name  and  titles  appear  on  the  coin  instead  of  those  of  Nicholas  II. 

The  second  commemorative  of  the  year  was  that  honouring  the  next-to-last 
czar,  Alexander  III  (1881-1894).  The  occasion  was  the  erection  of  a  mighty 
equestrian  statue  in  Moscow  to  the  dead  czar.  The  statue  was  considered  by  most, 
even  in  1912,  to  be  an  artistic  monstrosity  of  the  first  order.  Alexander  had  been 
a  physical  giant,  probably  accounting  for  the  sculptor’s  difficulties  with  the  so-called 
animal  that  the  former  czar  was  riding.  This  piece  was  considered  scarce  in  1916, 
no  doubt  as  a  result  of  a  low  mintage  or  remelting  of  a  larger  issue.  It  is  not  as 
popular  as  the  Borodino  commemorative  judging  by  the  relative  availability  in 
reference  to  the  cost  of  the  piece.  The  artistry  of  the  coin  leaves  something  to  be 
desired  in  comparison  to  the  sister  piece  of  1912. 

By  a  decree  signed  on  February  13,  1913,  Nicholas  II  ordered  the  striking  of 
what  is  today  the  most  common  Russian  commemorative — the  Romanov  Tercen¬ 
tenary  Rouble.  It  commemorates  the  third  centenary  of  the  House  of  Romanov 
on  the  Russian  throne;  Nicholas  II  was  the  thirteenth  czar  of  the  Romanov  line. 
The  obverse  of  the  coin  shows  the  busts  of  the  first  and  last  czars  while  the  reverse 
has  the  standard  coat  of  arms.  There  were  nearly  1J  million  pieces  of  this  com¬ 
memorative  Rouble  struck  in  1913. 

The  last  commemorative  Rouble  was  struck  in  the  summer  of  1914  to  com¬ 
memorate  the  naval  victory  of  Peter  the  Great  at  Gangut  on  July  27,  1714.  This 
piece  is  quite  distinctive  in  the  manner  in  which  the  imperial  eagle  is  presented; 
it  almost  seems  modernistic  and  is  quite  well  done.  There  were  30,000  pieces  of 
this  coin  struck,  but  most  of  them  were  surely  melted  since  the  war  began  only  a 
few  days  after  the  date  on  the  coins.  Since  most  wars  produce  severe  monetary 
restrictions  on  the  part  of  the  financial  authorities,  Russia  was  probably  no  different 
in  not  issuing  the  Gangut  Roubles. 

As  with  the  other  belligerent  powers,  the  convertibility  of  paper  money  (in  the 
case  of  Russia,  the  credit  rouble)  with  gold  was  suspended  for  the  duration  of  the 
crisis:  this  was  done  on  23  July  1914,  just  prior  to  the  actual  outbreak  of  hostilities. 
Very  little  gold  was  actually  turned  in  by  the  public,  however,  and  the  Russian 
gold  reserves  were  only  to  be  augmented  by  the  production  of  the  mines. 

In  Great  Britain  notes  were  not  immediately  made  inconvertible  upon  outbreak 
of  war  (i.e.  officially)  as  the  Bank  Act  was  not  suspended.  In  practice,  however, 
it  was  inoperative. 

In  the  next  section  we  shall  study  the  effect  of  the  war  upon  the  Russian  currency 
system,  with  the  resulting  changes  it  made.

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THE  1964  SHAKESPEARE  ANNIVERSARY. 

OFFICIAL  COMMEMORATIVE  MEDAL. 

The  Trustees  of  Shakespeare’s  Birthplace  are  sponsoring  the  production  of  an  official 
Shakespeare  medal  to  commemorate  the  400th  anniversary  of  Shakespeare’s  birth  this  year. 
The  medal  has  been  designed  by  the  eminent  medallic  sculptor,  Mr.  Paul  Vincze,  F.R'B.S. 

Since  the  first  Shakespeare  Festival  at  Stratford-upon-Avon  in  1769,  Shakespeare  medals 
have  been  produced  to  mark  each  successive  major  festival  occasion.  The  portrait  of  Shake¬ 
speare  on  the  1964  medal  is  not  based  on  any  particular  representation  of  the  poet  but  was 
conceived  by  the  sculptor  after  studying  several  of  the  well-known  portraits,  including  the 
engraving  in  the  First  Folio  and  the  bust  in  Stratford  Parish  Church.  The  reverse  is  an 
allegorical  scene  showing  one  of  the  Muses  holding  the  masks  of  comedy  and  tragedy,  with  a 
kneeling  figure  symbolising  the  new  generation  holding  in  his  left  hand  a  torch  and  in  his 
right  a  volume  representing  the  works  of  Shakespeare.

•25  and  5  francs  bear  the  effigy  of  President  Sekou  Toure  bareheaded  in  European  dress 
facing  to  r.,  and  the  10  and  1  franc,  the  president  wearing  a  hat  and  ceremonial  robes  facing 
to  1. 

Kuwait.  Six  denominations  struck  dated  1962  have  the  Arabic  words  “  A1  Kuwait” 
instead  of  “  Amirate  of  Kuwait.” 

Malaya  and  North  Borneo.  A  1  cent  of  new  design  with  the  obverse  a  pair  of  crossed 
kris  and  no  legend.  R.  malaya  and  north  Borneo,  1962  and  1  cent. 

Nicaragua.  Coins  of  10  and  5  centavos  have  bcn  three  times  on  the  edge  instead  of  bnn. 

Uraguay.  The  mint  struck  a  commemorative  silver  10  pesos  with  the  head  of  a  Gaucho 
with  reverse  inscription  sesqui  centenario  -  de  -  los  -  hechos  -  historicos  -  de  -  1811. 

Commonwealth  Coins  dated  1962. 

Australia: — 2/-,  1/-,  6d.,  3d.,  1.  and  ^d. 

British  Caribbean  Territories: — 25,  10,  5,  2  and  1  cent.

THE  HISTORICAL  SIGNIFICANCE  OF  COINS  (II) 

CONSTANTINE.

Constantinus  Orans .6 

A  famous  medallion  and  a  number  of  gold  solidi  show  Constantine  gazing 
upwards,  as  if  looking  to  heaven  for  inspiration,  a  type  which  was  originally  inter¬ 
preted  by  Eusebius  as  Constantine  praying  to  God — “  Constantinus  orans  ”  (Fig.  3). 

Professor  L’ Orange  and  Professor  Jocelyn  Toynbee  have  pointed  out  that  this 
coin  type  originates  in  a  portrait  of  Alexander  the  Great,  gazing  heavenwards  to 
gain  inspiration  for  his  superhuman  task. 
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This  type  is  repeated  throughout  the  Roman  period,  and  can  be  seen  on  coins 
of  many  emperors,  perhaps  the  most  noteworthy  being  on  certain  obverses  of  Nero, 
and  on  certain  medallions  of  Gallienus. 

To  understand  fully  the  import  of  the  attitude  in  Christian  and  pagan  iconography 
(for  it  plays  an  important  part  in  both)  we  must  understand  the  Ancient  concept 
of  ruler-apotheosis,  that  is,  a  ruler  being  identified  with  a  god,  and  worshipped 
accordingly. 

This  belief  was  not  merely  peculiar  to  the  Classical  World,  but  can  claim  a  lar 
more  primitive  origin  in  prehistory.  In  later  times  the  Egyptians  regarded  their 
pharaoh  as  both  a  human  ruler,  and  as  the  god  himself,  Amon-Re.6  This  made  him 
absolute  master  over  his  people,  though  as  a  god  the  pharaoh  considered  that  he 
should  be  merciful  and  benevolent  to  his  people.  This  position  was  made  use  of 
by  the  Ptolemies. 
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In  Rome  the  concept  was  never  carried  to  the  same  extreme  as  in  Egypt,  though 
some  emperors  were  consecrated  after  their  deaths,  and  were  regarded  as  divine 
during  their  lives.  Claudius  indeed  is  an  early  example  of  an  emperor  having  a 
temple  dedicated  to  him  during  his  lifetime — in  this  case  at  Colchester. 

Such  a  theory  is  acceptable  in  a  pagan  state,  which  can  appreciate  that  a  man  is  a 
god.  In  a  Christian  state  a  man  can  be  holy — a  saint,  and  therefore  can  attain 
closer  communion  with  God  than  lesser  men,  yet  there  remains  an  inseparable  gulf 
between  him  and  God. 

This  may  seem  quite  obvious  to  us,  as  Christians,  but  to  the  people  of  the  Roman 
Empire  the  difference  was  not  so  distinct. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  this  portrait  of  Constantine  is  of  the  divine  emperor 
fixing  his  gaze,  in  the  aspect  of  Sol,  on  Luna  the  moon  goddess,  with  whom  he  is  in 
love. 

The  case,  however,  is  not  strong.  Professors  Toynbee  and  L’Orange  who  do 
not  agree,  point  out  that  it  is  rather  the  emperor  as  the  subject  of  the  Saviour,  not 
the  Saviour  himself,  praying  to  Him  for  guidance,  the  gulf  which  separates  him  from 
God  now  being  distinct,  though  otherwise  the  mood  being  the  same.  They  point 
out  that  such  symbolism  persists  after  Constantine  in  this  definitely  Christian  sense. 

These  portraits,  it  must  be  emphasised,  belong  to  the  later  years  of  Constantine’s 

life. 

Christianity  v.  Paganism. 

Before  I  return  to  consider  the  coins  themselves  again  it  is  perhaps  important 
that  I  emphasise  that  in  the  fourth  century  concepts  of  Christianity  were  different 
from  those  of  today. 

The  Church  was  then  in  its  infancy,  and  was  still  tied  down  and  confused  with 
much  pagan  superstition.  Classical  myths  were  employed  to  illustrate  points  of 
doctrine,  the  most  noteworthy  perhaps  being  that  of  Orpheus  and  Eurydice. 

Many  fallacies  exist  concerning  the  early  days  of  Christianity,  not  least  among 
which  is  that  Christianity  was  a  religion  of  the  poor,  the  downtrodden  and  the 
outcasts  of  society.  One  glance  at  the  villa  of  Lullingstone  with  its  elaborate 
Christian  rooms  will  prove  that  theory  false.7  Lullingstone  also  provides  us  with 
another  important  revelation  about  Christianity — beneath  the  Christian  rooms  in 
the  villa  were  some  battered  busts  of  Romans,  in  the  style  of  the  late  second  century, 
and  in  front  of  them  offerings.  That  they  had  been  the  object  of  ancestor-worship 
is  certain,  and  probably  the  Christian  occupants  considered  it  proper  to  make  a 
final  offering  to  them  before  sealing  them  up. 

Christian  and  pagan  ideas  survived  side  by  side  in  the  fourth  century,  and  the 
Church  had  to  adapt  itself  to  the  conditions  in  which  it  was  living,  adjusting  pagan 
ideas  to  suit  its  own  doctrines.  Many  people  did  not  understand  clearly  the  true 
meaning  of  Christianity. 

The  Christogram. 

When  describing  the  vision  of  Constantine  I  also  dealt  with  the  meaning  of  the 
Christogram,  which  is  one  of  the  most  important  of  all  Christian  symbols.  It 
occurs  in  many  contexts  throughout  the  Empire,  from  a  wall-painting  in  Lullingstone 
villa  to  the  sarcophagus  of  Domitilla  in  Rome. 

It  appears  on  a  remarkable  series  of  bronze  coins  struck  at  Siscia  (Sissek)  in 
Yugoslavia,  which  depict  it  engraved  on  the  helmet  of  Constantine. 

These  coins  have  a  reverse  type  of  two  winged  victories,  holding  a  shield,  with 
the  legend  victoriae  laetae  frinc  perp  (Victoriae  Laetae  Principis  Perpetui — “  to 
the  welcome  victory  of  our  eternal  emperor  ”).  These  coins  are  extremely  rare. 
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though  coins  of  other  mints  which  are  identical  except  for  the  Christogram  are 
common.  They  were  struck  between  320  and  324  a.d. 

One  of  the  most  common  series  of  coins  of  Constantine  has  the  reverse  type  of 
two  soldiers  holding  a  standard,  and  the  legend  gloria  exercitvs  (“  The  glory  of  the 
army  ”).  In  most  cases  the  standard  is  blank,  but  sometimes  it  is  inscribed  with 
the  Christogram  (i.e.  it  is  a  labarum). 

Some  of  these  little  bronze  coins  have  a  Christogram  in  the  field,  however  the 
interpretation  of  this  is  doubtful. 

Symbols  were  employed  by  mint  officials  to  indicate  the  workshops  and  dies 
from  which  the  coins  were  struck,  and  may  be  termed  privy  marks  or,  less  accurately, 
mint  marks.  This  served  the  double  purpose  of  safeguarding  against  forging  and 
keeping  a  careful  check  on  each  group  of  coins  issued. 

Monograms  of  the  magistrates  often  served  as  such  privy  marks  and  had  been 
customary  even  on  some  early  Greek  issues — most  complex  being  the  series  employed 
on  the  silver  tetradrachms  of  Athens  in  the  second  century  b.c.  It  is  noteworthy 
that  the  Chi-Rho  monogram  actually  occurs  on  certain  Greek  issues. 

That  the  Christogram  was  used  as  a  mint  mark  as  part  of  Imperial  policy  is 
impossible,  the  likeliest  explanation  is  that  it  was  used  because  the  mint  official  was 
a  Christian,  though  it  is  also  possible  that  it  was  used  only  because  it  was  a  symbol 
well  knowm  at  the  time. 

It  is  possible  that  a  similar  explanation  exists  for  the  occurrence  of  the  labarum, 
but  it  is  hardly  likely,  and  we  may  assume  that  this  was  deliberate.  It  also  gives  new 
meaning  to  the  legend  which  now  implies  that  Christ  is  the  glory  of  the  army. 
Whether  this  or  the  Siscia  coins  were  part  of  Imperial  policy  or  not  is  uncertain,  the 
fact  that  it  is  localised  to  one  mint  or  in  the  case  of  the  “  Gloria  Exercitus  ”  coins  a 
few  mints  suggests  that  it  was  merely  the  policy  of  individual  mint  officials,  though 
it  would  be  perfectly  reasonable  to  suppose,  since  these  coins  belong  to  the  last 
years  of  the  reign,  that  the  emperor  sanctioned  it.

THE  CITY-VIEW  COINS  OF  ZURICH,  1651-1790. 

By  Jean-Paul  Divo. 

Coins  with  city-views  were  a  fairly  common  occurrence  in  Germany  during  the 
17th  and  18th  century.  It  was  with  great  pride  that  such  wealthy  cities  as  Augsburg, 
Cologne,  Frankfurt,  Nuremberg  and  Regensburg  issued  both  gold  and  silver  coins 
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depicting  the  panorama  of  their  cities  with  their  churches,  towers,  bridges  and 
battlements.  In  Switzerland  too,  this  type  of  coinage  was  quite  popular,  particularly 
in  Basel  and  Zurich.  Whereas  Basel  struck  mainly  double-talers,  talers,  half-talers, 
third-talers  and  fourth-talers,  Zurich  coins  were  restricted  to  talers  and  half-talers. 
It  is  with  the  Zurich  coinage  that  this  article  will  deal.

The  very  first  coin  with  a  view  of  the  city  of  Zurich  is  dated  1651.  (Fig.  1). 
It  is  a  taler  and  is  known  as  the  “  Vbgelitaler  ”  (bird  taler)  because  of  the  three  birds 
flying  in  the  sky  on  the  left.  The  city  is  seen  from  the  lakeside.  On  the  right  one 
can  distinguish  fortifications,  the  Grossmiinster  (cathedral)  and  the  “  Geissturm  ” 
on  the  hill,  which  was  destroyed  by  lightning  a  year  after  the  dies  were  engraved. 
On  the  left  the  church  of  St.  Peter  stands  out  from  amongst  a  number  of  towers  and 
houses.  The  inscription  domine  conserva  nos  in  pace  is  the  motto  of  Zurich  and 
is  to  be  found  on  most  of  its  coins;  below  is  the  date  in  Roman  numerals — mdcli. 
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I  he  reverse  shows  a  lion  holding  a  sword  and  orb  and  leaning  on  a  shield  bearing 
the  Zurich  arms. 

,.„The  s.econd  city-view  taler  of  Zurich  is  undated.  (Fig.  2).  It  is  entirely 
dinerent  from  all  the  other  coins  in  as  much  as  it  presents  Zurich  as  seen  from  the 
West  from  the  ridge  of  the  Uetliberg.  The  coin  gives  a  general  view  of  the  city 
lying  on  both  sides  of  the  river  Limmat  surrounded  both  by  the  original  medieval 
wall  and  the  more  recent  fortifications  completed  in  1678.  Within  the  city  the 
Grossmunster  with  its  two  spires,  the  church  of  St.  Peter  and,  on  the  right  towards 
the  lake,  the  Fraumiinster  church  with  its  smaller  spires  can  all  be  clearly  recognised. 
The  steeple  in  the  top  left-hand  corner  appears  to  belong  to  the  Predigerkirche* 
The  legend  domine  conserva  nos  in  pace  is  to  be  found  again,  but  the  date  is 
missing.  The  taler  is  generally  considered  to  have  been  struck  around  1690.  The 
reverse  is  identical  to  the  “  Vogelitaler.” 

The  custom  of  showing  the  view  of  the  city  was  taken  up  again  some  years  later. 
This  time  Zurich  is  pictured  from  yet  another  angle,  this  time  from  the  lake  looking 
down  the  river  Limmat.  (Fig.  3).  Talers  of  this  type  were  issued  from 
1/22  to  1790  and  half-talers  were  issued  from  1720  to  1768.

Taking  the  talers  first: 

1/22  Very  little  is  seen  of  the  fortifications  but  the  various  houses  and  churches 
are  in  much  greater  detail  than  before.  The  entrance  to  the  city  from  the 
lake  is  guarded  by  a  small  fort— the  “  Bauschanzli  ”  which  still  exists  today— 
a  double  row  of  stakes  and,  to  the  right,  a  large  gate.  The  “  Wasserturm  ” 
standing  in  the  Limmat  was  demolished  in  the  19th  century.  On  the  righr 
bank  the  predominating  featuie  is  the  cathedral  with  in  front  of  it,  beside  the 
river,  the  Wasserkirche  or  water-church  and,  further  on,  the  Town  Hall. 
On  the  left  bank  is  the  church  of  St.  Peter  and  the  Fraumiinster.  The  river 
is  crossed  by  three  bridges,  the  furthermost  one  of  which  is  built  on  with 
two  rows  of  houses.  The  mountain  in  the  background  on  the  left  is  the 
‘k  Honggberg  ”  and  bears  the  initials  hig  which  stand  for  Hans  Jakob  Gessner, 
the  Mmtmaster.  Again  domine  conserva  nos  in  pace  appears  around  the 
circumference  of  the  view.  The  date  is  indicated  on  the  bottom  inside  an 
ornamental  “  cartouche.”

Instead  of  the  two 
small  towers  the  Fraumunster  now  only  has  one  larger  tower  and  the  initials 
hig  are  omitted.

The  little  boat  near  the  “  Wasserturm  ”  has  been  omitted 
but  the  fishing  boat  has  returned.

1790  The  last  taler  to  depict  the  city  varies  in  several  ways  from  previous  views. 
Firstly  the  design  is  much  more  accurate,  every  building  is  recognisable  and 
the  fortifications  in  particular  are  shown  in  great  detail.  An  interesting 
detail  is  the  cathedral  which  has  domed  towers  replacing  the  spires.  (Fig.  4).

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The  half -talers: 

1720  The  view  on  the  half-talers  is  not  much  different  to  that  of  the  talers.  Despite 
the  fact  that  the  coin  is  smaller,  the  drawing  is  in  great  detail.  The  device 
is  replaced  by  the  wyord  tigvrvm  (the  latin  name  for  Zurich)  which  allows 
more  space  for  the  panorama,  hig  figures  on  the  Honggberg. 

1721  On  the  left  a  sailing  boat  has  been  added,  hig  has  disappeared  from  the 
Honggberg  and  now  appears  in  the  courtyard  before  the  Fraumunster.

The  reverses  of  all  these  coins  are  varied.  From  1722  to  1761  the  talers  display 
two  lions  with  the  Zurich  shield,  or  one  lion  with  sword  and  shield.  On  the  reverse 
side  of  the  1790  taler  the  ornamented  shield  appears  alone.  All  the  half-talers  have 
the  lion  holding  a  sword  and  leaning  on  the  Zurich  shield. 

The  1651  taler  is  also  known  as  a  thick  double-taler. 

With  the  dies  of  some  of  the  talers  and  half-talers  a  number  of  gold  coins  were 
struck.  The  following  are  known  to  exist :

All  of  the  gold  strikings  are  extremely  rare  and  are  seldom  seen  on  the  market. 

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

The  Current  Value  of  Coins.  These  few  words  are  to  record  the  mounting  dismay 
that  is  rife  amongst  the  ordinary  coin  collectors  of  this  land,  against  the  fantastic  rise  in  prices 
of  most  pieces.  Now  there  are  several  reasons  for  this: 

1.  The  general  level  of  prices  in  all  commodities  and  purchasing  capacity  of  the  pound 
sterling. 

2.  Many  more  people  are  collecting  and  so  there  are  not  enough  pieces  to  go  round. 

3.  Many  are  hoarding  in  the  hope  of  selling  at  even  higher  prices  in  the  future. 

4.  The  fourth  reason,  to  my  mind,  seems  to  be  the  main  one,  the  flow  of  coins  to  the 
U.S.A.  The  general  interest  in  this  hobby  is  very  large  and  gaining  ground  in  America, 
especially  for  the  British  series.  This  skimming-off  of  coins  to  sell  to  the  U.S.A.  is  causing 
acute  shortage  in  this  country,  and  consequently  the  abnormal  prices  we  ordinary  collectors 
are  being  compelled  to  pay.  Surely  something  ought  to  be  done  to  halt  the  flow,  otherwise 
this  very  interesting  hobby  will  become  entirely  within  the  bounds  of  the  rich,  and  the  ordinary 
collector  will  not  be  able  to  compete.  Even  the  Gothic  Crown,  which  is  a  bread  and  butter 
“  must  ”  for  new  collectors  is  becoming  prohibitive  in  price. 

This  is  surely  also  bad  for  the  coin  dealers  in  this  land,  as  they  will  have  fewer  and  fewer 
coins  through  their  hands  as  they  go  overseas. 

Have  we  lost  all  our  patriotic  pride,  as  English  coins  (perhaps  with  a  few  exceptions)  are 
beautiful  examples  of  the  work  of  artists  in  their  own  sphere  ?  A  good  EF  Charles  II,  William 
and  Mary,  and  Gothic  crown,  to  name  three,  are  something  to  look  at.  The  silver  pound 
and  half  pound  pieces  of  Charles  I  (these  according  to  Oman  are  perhaps  the  ugliest  silver 
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coins  of  England)  to  me  are  of  particular  and  real  historical  value,  and  I  personally  appreciate 
them  far  above  many  others  because  they  show  what  can  be  done  in  trying  circumstances 
with  limited  resources. 

Cannot  anything  be  done  to  keep  our  English  pieces  in  England,  if  only  to  enhance  our 
national  treasure  and  heritage. — A.  Richardson. 

[In  the  last  few  years  there  certainly  has  been  a  great  demand  for  British  coins  by  collectors 
and  dealers  in  the  United  States,  partly  because  American  coins  have  been  pushed  up  to  such 
high  prices.  The  demand  has  mostly  been  for  current  coinage,  i.e.  post  1816,  and  has  been 
stimulated  by  a  comparatively  small  number  of  American  dealers  trying  to  create  a  new  field 
of  interest  for  the  collector/investor. 

The  pressure  has  been  particularly  heavy  on  proof  sets,  crowns,  Maundy  money,  and  the 
bronze  coinage,  and  such  a  large  amount  of  this  type  of  coin  must  have  left  this  country  that 
we  have  recently  been  refusing  requests  by  overseas  dealers  for  this  type  of  material.  But  we 
cannot  very  well  refuse  to  sell  coins  to  private  collectors  overseas. 

However,  we  should  point  out  that  it  is  not  only  to  the  United  States  that  coins  have  left 
Britain.  The  number  of  coin  collectors  is  growing  throughout  the  world — we  have  noticed 
this  particularly  in  Canada,  Australia  and  the  continent  of  Europe — and  generally  speaking 
it  is  the  commoner  coins  that  are  in  greatest  demand.  Though  we  send  coins  to  a  great  number 
of  collectors  overseas  wTe  have  also  imported  many  thousands  of  pounds  worth  of  coins  into 
this  country,  and  have  purchased  some  fine  collections  from  the  United  States.  There  is 
certainly  a  two-way  exchange  all  the  time. 

As  the  demand  for  coins  has  grown  so  we  have  found  it  more  and  more  difficult  to  cater 
for  the  young  collector  with  only  a  shilling  or  twyo  to  spend,  and  this  is  a  pity  as  we  feel  that 
coin  collecting  is  such  an  excellent  hobby  for  the  young.  But  it  is  now  being  realized  that, 
compared  with  other  forms  of  antiques,  coins  have  been  grossly  undervalued  in  the  past. 
We  have  been  working  on  the  1964  edition  of  our  Standard  Catalogue  and  collectors  will  find 
that  the  current  values  of  many  coins  show  a  very  substantial  rise — Editor.] 


Orbis  Terrarum.  Mr.  C.  E.  RowTe’s  letter  in  your  January  edition  is  rather  naive. 
Does  he  think  it  is  not  possible  to  imagine  an  earth  which  is  both  round  and  flat  ?  Perhaps  his 
dictionary  is  at  fault:  to  my  knowledge,  orbis  nowhere  in  Classical  Uatin  means  “  sphere.” 
Etymologically,  it  may  be  connected  with  the  Sanskrit  dhvar,  meaning  “  twist  ”  or  “  bend,” 
although  this  is  not  certain.  Mr.  Rowe’s  dictionary  definition  is  misleading.  The  full  list 
of  equivalents  in  Uewis  and  Short  reads  “  anything  of  a  circular  shape,  a  ring,  round  surface, 
disk,  hoop,  orbit,  orb,  a  circle.”  Applied  to  solid  objects,  it  has  such  meanings  as  “  round 
table-top  ”  “  quoit  or  discus,”  “  balance-pan,”  “  mirror,”  “  millstone,”  “  tyre,”  “  wheel,” 
hence  of  the  sun’s  disk  or  the  circle  of  the  world.  L.  &  S.  add  “  since  the  ancients  regarded 
the  earth  as  a  circular  plane  or  disc,”  surely  unambiguous  enough  to  satisfy  Mr.  Rowe. 

So  much  for  the  orbis  terrarum.  Certainly,  on  the  other  hand,  there  were  “  wild  tales  ’’ 
circulating  in  antiquity,  but  I  would  dispute  Air.  Rowe’s  conclusion  that  “  the  ancients  knew 
the  form  of  the  world,  as  a  practical  matter.”  The  date  of  the  discovery  of  the  earth’s  sphericity 
has  been  the  subject  of  very  much  discussion,  for  which  there  is  no  room  here.  I  have  never 
seen  any  evidence  to  show  that  the  “  ordinary  man  in  the  street  ”  of  antiquity  believed  the 
earth  to  be  a  sphere.  As  for  the  “  intellectual  elite,”  Diogenes  of  Apollonia,  Anaxagoras, 
Democritus  and  probably  Parmenides  and  Empedocles  of  early  speculators  believed  it  to  be 
flat.  The  earliest  extant  literary  reference  to  a  spherical  world  is  Plato,  Phaedo  110  B  (and 
even  this  passage  has  been  disputed),  some  of  the  Pythagoreans  no  doubt  held  the  same  theory, 
but  it  is  unlikely  in  the  extreme  to  have  had  much  popular  support.  Herodotus,  for  example, 
mentions  tales  of  men  who  sleep  for  six  months  and  of  Phoenicidus  who  circumnavigated 
Africa  and  found  the  sun  on  their  right  while  sailing  westward  (Hdt.  iv,  25  and  42)  both  of 
which  he  dismisses  as  incredible. 


It  is  possible,  but  utterly  superfluous,  to  continue  the  list  of  ancient  thinkers  and  their 
views  on  the  shape  of  the  earth.  Aristotle  gives  evidence  for  the  existence  of  the  flat-earth 
theory  in  his  own  time  (De  Caelo  293633  ff),  with  lively  defenders.  (He  believed  in  his 
homosentric  theory  almost  as  an  act  of  faith — not  to  concur  was  not  error  but  heresy. 
Heraclides  and  Aristarchus  (4th  and  3rd  centuries  respectively)  were  too  such  heretics,  unable 
to  tolerate  the  rift  between  philosophy  and  the  observed  facts.  Heraclides  said  that  the  earth 
revolves,  Aristarchus  that  the  sun  is  the  centre  of  the  universe.  The  views  of  both  were 
rejected).  Speculation  became  more  and  more  abstract,  but  probably  for  the  plain“  man 
the  old  notion  of  Okeanos,  the  river  which  flowed  round  the  outside  edge  of  the  earth  and 
ran  back  into  itself,  was  too  strong  to  be  overruled  by  scientific  speculation,  and  for  most 
practical  purposes  the  pillars  of  Herakles  marked  the  end  of  the  world. — Nicholas  de  Lange. 

The  Carlingford  Mint.  When  on  a  holiday,  recently,  I  happened  to  visit  the  village 
of  Carlingford,  on  the  southern  shore  of  Carlingford  Lough,  in  Co.  Louth.  There  I  was 
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surprised  to  discover  the  ruins  of  an  old  mint.  Considerable  portions  of  the  building  remain, 
and  are  being  preserved  by  the  government  of  Eire  as  an  ancient  monument.  A  notice 
thereon  states  that  it  was  “  established  by  Act  of  Parliament,  in  1467.” — C.  J.  McQuaid. 

Hart  Bequest  to  Fitzwilliam  Museum.  The  Fitzwilliam  Museum  in  Cambridge 
houses  one  of  the  most  important  collections  of  Greek  and  Roman  coins  in  the  world,  and  has 
been  built  up  since  the  middle  of  the  last  century,  by  purchases  and  gifts. 

The  Department  of  Coins  and  Medals  has  now  received  a  splendid  gift  of  Greek  and 
Roman  pieces  from  Mr.  H.  St.  J.  Hart,  of  Queen’s  College,  Cambridge,  the  most  important 
gift  of  such  coins  for  30  years.  The  donor  had  collected  his  coins  as  aids  in  teaching.  The 
collections  are  particularly  remarkable  for  the  series  of  coins  of  the  kings  of  Syria,  from  the 
fourth  to  the  first  century  b.c.  and  for  those  which  illustrate  the  history  of  the  Semitic  peoples 
of  the  Mediterranean  area. — Cambridge  Daily  News,  14 th  December,  1963. 

Sudbury  Treasure  Trove.  Sudbury  Borough  Coroner,  Mr.  A.  C.  Phillips,  proposes 
to  empanel  a  Jury  when  he  holds  a  treasure  trove  inquest  on  some  coins  found  in  a  chimney 
during  the  demolition  earlier  in  the  year  of  the  Half  Moon  public  house  in  Gregory  Street, 
Sudbury. 

The  coins,  mainly  of  silver  and  believed  to  be  part  of  a  hoard,  date  from  the  reign  of 
Elizabeth  I  to  George  I.  One  of  the  gold  coins  is  dated  1715. 

Although  brick-fronted,  the  Half  Moon  was  structurally  a  Tudor  half-timbered  house  | 
with  some  fine  beams.  It  was  demolished  to  make  way  for  an  extension  to  the  Gregory 
Mills  of  Vanners  and  Fennell  Bros.,  Ltd.,  silk  weavers. — Ipsivich  Evening  Star,  15 th  October, 
1963.

The  November 
meeting  was  noteworthy  in  more  than  one  way  for  not 
only  did  it  attract  the  greatest  number  of  members 
since  the  Society’s  formation  in  1954  but  it  was  attended 
by  the  wives  of  some  of  the  members  who  came  along 
to  see  what  they  really  did  at  the  annual  dinner — and 
our  two  Vice-Presidents  each  gave  a  film  show. 

Julien  Loffet  opened  the  evening  with  his  long- 
awaited  “  Film  Show.”  This  show,  which  gave  us 
not  only  coloured  film  but  sound  as  well,  opened  with 
scenes  from  February’s  auction  of  members’  surplus 
coins  and  medals.  In  another  episode  we  saw  Miss 
Elizabeth  Pirie  who  came  from  Leeds  in  April  to  talk 
to  us  about  “  Coins  of  the  Chester  Mint.”  The  rapt 
expressions  on  the  faces  of  those  who  listened  are 
sufficient  proof  that  Miss  Pirie’s  talk  was  highly  interest¬ 
ing.  Our  visit  to  the  West  Midlands  Numismatic 
Society  in  May  was  shown  but  here  we  missed  the 
sound  for,  as  Mr.  Loffet  said,  “  obviously  someone  had 
forgotten  to  press  the  button.”  The  President’s  talk 
“  A  Cartophilic  Approach  to  Numismatics  ”  was  well- 
featured  and  here  we  saw  some  of  the  rarities  of  the 
card  world.  The  close-up  of  a  lady  of  the  twelfth 
century  surrounded  by  coins  of  the  period  was  really 
beautiful. 

Mr.  Loffet  presented  a  series  of  short  talks  on  various 
of  the  outstanding  bravery  decorations  in  his  collection 
and  we  were  privileged  to  see  one  of  his  latest  acquisi¬ 
tions — the  medals  to  the  hero  who  steered  the 
“  Amethyst  ”  in  the  Yang-Tse-Kiang  epic.  A  George 
Cross  and  a  George  Medal  with  several  naval  and 
military  decorations  for  bravery  were  featured.  The 
picture  and  story  of  the  “  River  Clyde  ”  on  the  Gallipoli 
beaches  of  half  a  century  ago  brought  back  many 
memories  to  those  of  us  who  ate  “  getting  old.”  An 
extremely  interesting  part  of  Mr.  Loffet’s  show  was  the 
section  of  the  film  dealing  with  the  annual  dinner  of 
the  Society.  Perhaps  this  showing  of  the  very  fine 
evening’s  entertainment  enjoyed  by  those  who  attended 
the  dinner  will  encourage  more  to  attend  our  next 
dinner  early  in  1964. 

Mr.  Loffet  was  followed  by  Mr.  Ebsworth  who 
represents  us  on  the  Council  of  the  B.A.N.S.  and  who 
gave  his  report  of  the  recent  meeting  in  London. 

Howard  Linecar’s  “  Godiva  ”  film  then  followed. 
This  was  actually  shown  by  Mr.  Loffet  and  gave  us  a 
colourful  insight  into  the  wonderful  exhibition  of 
unusual  currencies  arranged  and  shown  by  Spink  and 
Son  in  London  during  July  and  August.  Here  were 
shown  many  strange  “  coinages  ” :  axe-heads  and  cowries 
— ingots  and  tree-money — teeth,  tea  and  tobacco — 
procelain  and  beads — hat  and  shirt  money — siege 
pieces — counterstamped  pieces — Kissi  money,  hoe  and 
spear  money  ...  a  wonderful  exhibition  which  ranged 
from  a  Katanga  cross  to  a  cow  on  wheels  from  Borneo 
and  from  a  coin  of  cardboard  to  a  Plate  Daler  of  Sweden 
weighing  many  pounds.  The  film  was  followed  by  a 
series  of  slides  shown  and  described  by  Mr.  Linecar 
himself. 

Both  Mr.  Loffet  and  Mr.  Linecar  were  warmly 
congratulated  by  all  on  their  magnificent  effort  which 
gave  us  such  an  enjoyable  evening’s  entertainment. 
Truly  the  “  Night  of  the  Vice-Presidents.”! 

Hayes  (Middlesex)  &  District  Coin  Club.  At 

the  December  (1963)  meeting,  the  guest  speaker  was 
P.  D.  Whitting,  Esq.,  G.M.,  B.A.,  F.R.N.S.,  President 
of  the  British  Association  of  Numismatic  Societies. 

In  prefacing  the  subject  of  his  talk,  he  spoke  of  the 
high  prices  prevailing  today  for  most  series  of  coins  and 
that  these  prices  were  often  beyond  the  means  of  young 
numismatic  students,  this  in  itself  was  unfortunate  as 
it  could  possibly  curtail  future  research  contributions 
to  the  science. 

However,  a  part  solution  to  this  problem  might  be 
met  by  a  larger  availability  of  electrotypes  or  plasters 
castings  to  students,  for  already  a  number  of  experienced 
numismatists  use  these  for  study  purposes. 

Mr.  Whitting’s  subject  was  “  Byzantine  Coinage  of 
the  7th  Century  a.d.”  which  he  has  made  his  speciality 
for  the  last  30  years,  not  only  in  the  accumulation  of  a 
first  class  collection  of  coins,  but  also  in  a  study  of  the 


historical,  social  and  geographical  backgrounds.  For 
a  time  this  was  the  limitation  to  his  interests,  but 
eventually  this  expanded  to  include  neighbouring 
countries,  associated  with  Byzantine  history,  in  war; 
trade;  religion,  etc. 

Mr.  Whitting  then  dealt  in  sequence  writh  the  principal 
historical  events;  the  wars  with  the  Persians;  the  Islamic 
conquest  of  Syria  and  Egypt — until  the  fall  of  Byzantium 
to  the  Ottoman  Turks  in  1453  a.d. 

He  mentioned  the  difficulties  arising  in  correctly 
translating  the  inscriptions  on  some  coins,  which  might 
be  in  Pehlevi  (ancient  Persian),  Armenian  or  Arabic; 
and  he  instanced  the  grand-sounding  name  of  “  Yoiuk 
Arflam  ”  which  turned  out  to  be  the  Turkish  for 
“  bald-headed  lion.”  Speaking  of  his  travels  in  Syria, 
he  dealt  with  Krak,  Homs  (where  a  large  hoard  of  coins 
was  unearthed  in  1954)  and  Damascus — also  of  a  journey 
from  Jerusalem  to  Petra  (the  rose-red  temple  half  as 
old  as  time),  the  last  few  miles  of  which  had  to  be 
most  uncomfortably  spent  on  camel-back.

Orders  and  Medals  Research  Soc.  Mr.  G.  W. 

Harris  gave  his  Presidential  address  to  some  thirty 
members  at  the  November  meeting.  He  spoke  of  the 
sometimes  unusual  groups  to  be  seen  worn  by  men 
in  uniform  or  to  be  found  in  “  Who’s  Who  ”  and  similar 
books.  Describing  them  as  “  Rum  Rows  ”  he  illustrated 
his  talk  with  the  medal  ribbons  worn.  There  was 
the  Metropolitan  policeman  who  had  only  two  American 
ribbons  and  an  American  who  insisted  on  wearing  the 
British  L.S.G.C.  ribbon  because  an  “  old  Sweat  ”  had 
presented  him  with  it!  Another  policeman  wore  the 
1914/15  Star,  1939/45  Star  and  the  Police  Long  Service 
because  as  he  said  “  if  you  have  the  first  you  must 
have  had  Mutt  and  Jeff,  I  could  not  be  bothered  with 
the  other  1939/46  lot  and  the  Long  Service  I  have  to 
wear.” 

In  a  more  serious  vein  he  shewed  a  group  to  an 
officer  who  was  commissioned  into  the  2nd  foot  but 
managed  to  serve  in  the  Crimea  (British  and  Turkish 
medals,  Adedidje)  Alutiny,  Canada  I860,  N.W.  Canada 
and  also  served  in  the  Serbo-Bulgarian  War  (War 
medal.  Order  of  St.  Sava  and  Red  Cross).  He  was 
also  awarded  both  the  Civil  and  Military  C.B.  and  the 
Prussian  Order  of  the  Red  Eagle.  He  missed  the 
Egypt  campaign  of  1882  as  in  1881  he  served  in  the 
first  Boer  War  for  which  he  received  no  medal. 

A  group  from  a  recent  sale  included  the  B.S.A.  Coy. 
medal  for  1896,  Q.S.A.  (Clasps  included  Defence  of 
Mafeking)  1941/18  medals  and  General  Service  (Cl. 
Iraq).  Admiral  Seymour  had  the  distinction  of  being 
awarded,  among  many  other  campaign  medals  and 
decorations  both  China  medals,  for  1857  and  1900. 
Mr.  Harris  concluded  by  showing  some  groups  from 
his  own  collection  which  he  felt,  in  one  way  or  the 
other,  were  “  Rum  Rows.”  The  President  reported 
that  the  Lionel  Guille  Memorial  Fund  (to  purchase 
the  late  Mr.  Guide’s  collection  of  ribbons  for  the 
Society)  was  making  quite  good  progress  but  said  there 
was  some  urgency  in  the  matter  and  asked  members 
to  make  their  contributions  in  good  time. 

Aleetings  for  1964  (for  which  speakers  are  urgently 
required)  will  be  held  at  the  H.Q.  of  the  Alilitary 
Historical  Society  at  the  Duke  of  York’s  H.Q.  (Alain

has  promised  to  bring  a  section  of  the  permanent 
collection  to  each  meeting. 

St.  Albans  &  Hertfordshire  Num.  Soc.  The 

November  meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  on  Wednesday, 
6th  November  at  the  City  Museum,  Hatfield  Road, 
St.  Albans. 

On  this  occasion,  the  Society  welcomed  a  guest 
speaker,  A.  Schroeder,  of  the  Hayes  Coin  Club  who 
spoke  on  “  Russian  Coins.” 
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Mr.  Schroeder  started  his  lecture  by  recalling  that 
in  1720  Peter  the  Great  (Alexievitch)  induced  certain 
German  engravers  to  revise  the  Imperial  Russian 
Coinage.  The  first  coin  displayed,  however,  was  a 
5  kopeck  copper  piece  of  Catherine  II  (Alexievna). 
A  5  kopeck  piece  of  1812  (Alexander  I),  minted  in 
Moscow,  was  exhibited  and  the  members  were  reminded 
that  it  was  made  during  the  year  that  Napoleon  was  at 
the  Gates  of  Moscow.  Referring  to  the  silver  coinage 
of  Nicholas  II,  1894-1917,  the  speaker  drew  attention 
to  the  10  and  15  kopeck  pieces  of  1916  which  did  not 
bear  the  Moscow  mint  mark  (e.m.)  saying  that  the  coins 
were  produced  in  Japan.  This  remark  produced  a 
further  5  Kopeck  piece  of  1915  from  one  of  the  members 
present  and  this  coin  too  was  without  mint  mark. 

The  talk  concluded  with  a  display  of  coins  from  the 
U.S.S.R.  including  a  complete  set  of  the  current  1961 
issue  announced  in  Pravda  on  Christmas  Day  1960 
with  full  illustrations. 

The  lecture  was  amply  illustrated  by  Mr.  Schroeder 
with  coins  from  his  collection  and  a  special  exhibition 
of  Russian  coins  including  Estonia,  Latvia,  Lithuania 
and  Mongolia  was  arranged  by  J.  A.  Finch. 

The  December  meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  on 
Wednesday,  4th  December,  at  the  City  Museum,  St. 
Albans.  The  speaker  on  this  occasion  was  Mr.  Philip 
Hart,  who  displayed  and  talked  about  many  silver  and 
nickel  coins  of  Europe  in  his  collection. 

Meetings  are  held  at  the  St.  Albans  City  Museum, 
Hatfield  Road,  St.  Albans,  at  7.30  p.m.  on  the  first 
Wednesday  of  each  month  except  August. 

Wessex  Num.  Soc.  At  the  December  meeting  of 
the  Society  the  Secretary  reported  that  the  Year  Book 
of  the  British  Association  of  Numismatic  Societies 
was  now  available;  also  that  details  of  the  next  Numis¬ 
matic  Congress,  to  be  held  in  Bristol,  in  1964,  were 
now  being  distributed. 

The  main  subject  for  the  evening  was  “  Ten  Minute 
Papers  ”  by  members.  This  subject,  as  is  usual,  brought 
forth  a  wide  variety  of  numismatic  and  associated 
material,  and  the  following  speakers  were  warmly 
thanked  by  all  present  for  their  most  interesting  papers 
which  covered  the  following: — 

G.  Pease:  “  Extracts  of  Correspondence  with  the 
Bank  of  England  ”  and  H.  G.  Stride,  O.B.E.,  former 
Chief  Clerk  of  the  Royal  Mint,  London,  on  the 
watermark  head  on  the  £1  and  10/-  note  issue. 
Was  this  the  head  of  Athena,  or  the  symbolic  head  of 
Brittania  ?  A  display  of  both  notes  coupled  with 
ancient  and  modern  Greek  coins  attractively  set  off 
this  subject,  and  we  noticed  two  notes  with  first  serial 
numbers  such  as  000001,  etc. 

Dr.  E.  Burstal  spoke  on  the  'mottoes  on  early 
English  silver  and  gold  hammered  coins,  from 
Anglo-Saxon  times,  and  we  noticed  a  very  fine 
example  of  the  paxs  Penny  of  Harold,  who,  apparently, 
only  wished  for  a  peaceful  solution  with  his  cousin, 
William  of  Normandy,  and  many  other  fine  coins,  all 
of  the  mottoes  being  explained  in  detail  by  our  President. 

J.  McGoldrick  spoke  on  18th  century  tokens 
and  the  early  collectors  of  these  fine  examples  of  the 
die-sinkers’  art,  many  of  the  tokens  on  display  were  for 
private  exchange  with  other  collectors,  and  mention 
was  made  of  a  sale  of  these  items  that  took  six  weeks  to 
sell  when  the  collection  was  auctioned  in  the  early  part 
of  the  19th  century. 

A.  T.  Lloyd  spoke  on  his  experiences  in  Calcutta 
during  the  late  war  when  he  went  in  search  of  coins 
in  the  bazaars  of  that  city,  and  how  he  was  surrounded 
by  a  questioning  and  curious  crowd  of  many  hundreds 
who  had  collected  to  find  out  what  the  Englishman  was 
doing  in  their  part  of  the  city  which  was  rarely  visited 
at  that  time  by  Europeans,  and  the  doubtful  allegiances 
of  some  Indians  placed  him  in  a  tight  corner,  but  he 
walked  out  with  shoulders  held  high  the  proud  possessor 
of  several  ancient  Indo-Greek  coins  he  bought  there, 
which  were  also  on  display. 

J.  T.  Baring  spoke  on  his  fine  selection  of  “  Curious 
Currency  ”  that  covered  such  items  as  tin  “Hat  Money” 
from  Malaya,  large  silver  Manillas  from  West  Africa 
one  of  which  he  told  us  was  formerly  used  to  purchase) 
a  wife),  silver  plate  money  from  Japan,  ancient  Chinese 
“  Shirt  ”  and  “  Knife  ”  money;  and  many  other  unusual 
and  odd  shaped  pieces  that  passed  in  exchange  years  ago. 


A.  T.  Morley-Hewitt  spoke  on  Roman  coins  that 
commemorated  the  predecessors  of  the  Emperors  and 
showed  items  depicting  this. 

Gordon  White  spoke  briefly  on  a  Swedish  piece  of 
copper  “  plate  money  ”  six  inches  square  that  weighed 
some  3  lbs.,  and  was  issued  in  1730,  as  well  as  a  tin 
farthing  of  William  and  Mary,  1692,  with  copper  plug 
insert. 

B.  Perriam  concluded  with  newspaper  cuttings 
referring  to  our  past  activities,  for  which  we  thank  the 
members  of  the  press  sincerely.
